produce war lies not in guns and 
bombs but in the spirits and minds 
of men. We are firm in the belief 
that faith is the mightiest force 
that man has at his command. 
“On September 22nd 
we are 
therefore observing, with an act 
of faith, a National Day of Pray­ 
er. Throughout the United States

What Makes Some People 
Wake At Same Hour Daily? 


Highly Mobile 
Army Planned 


Editor’s Note: Following is the 
second in a series of five articles 
reporting on experiments by sci­ 
entists trying to find answers to 
many of the m ysteries of what 
makes man tick.

WOODS HOLE, Mass. .^ -M y s ­ 
terious “ clocks” operating in living 
things are a challenge to some of 
the scientists at the Marine Bio­ 
logical Laboratory here. 
Certain humans can “ set mental 
clocks” to waken at a certain time 
of morning. How do their clocks 
work? 
Many kinds of living things be- J 
have as though regulated by inner 
or biological 
clocks 
ticking 
off 
time with amazing accuracy. 
Take 
fiddler 
crabs, 
the 
inch- 
long ones named because of their 
fiddle - holding shape 
They are 
being studied 
by Dr 
Frank A. 
Brown Jr., Northwestern Univer- I 
sity, who spends his sum m ers here. 
At dawn or just before they turn 
dark in color, the better to run on 1 
dark beaches where they live. At 
night they turn pearly - gray in 
color. Is it just a response to sun­ 
light or lack of it? 
No, Dr. Brown finds, for if the 
crabs are kept in a photographic 
dark room, under a steady amount 
of light and tem perature, they will 
still change color at dawn and 
dusk, telling time as well as a 
man-made clock. 
The crabs respond to tides, too, 
turning darkest at low tide. Even 
in the closed room they will change 
color according to actual high and 
low tides on the beaches where 
they once lived. They are perfect 
tide charts. 
Fiddler crabs from two different 
beaches, where the times of high 
or low tides are different, will obey 
the 
tide 
chart 
for 
their 
own 
beaches, though living far from 
home. 
They show a 24-hour change for 
the sun cycle, a 12^-hour change 
for the tide cycle. In tide, they are 
obeying a moon or lunar cycle,

of earthly tides. 
Is their biological clock some­ 
thing which is built-in, running at 
constant speed according to me­ 
tabolism or the speed of their life 
cycles?

earth ’s rotation, perhaps by some 
force which man doesn't yet know 
can affect living things? 
Dr. Brown subjected the crabs to 
different degrees of temperature. 
An astonishing thing happened if 
he 
chilled 
them 
down 
to 
near 
f r e e z i n g for six hours, then 
warmed them up again. The chil­ 
ling stopped their clocks for six 
hours. When they were warmed up 
again, they 
began following the 
same cycles of regular change— 
but now' they were nearly six hours 
slow! 
That makes it look as though 
their clocks are built inside. But 
th a t’s by no means the full strange 
story. 
Not long ago one of Dr. Brown’s 
assistants flew to San Francisco 
with a batch of crabs, and put 
them in a room there with constant 
light 
and 
tem perature. 
Another 
batch was packed up the same 
way for travel, hut kept here and 
placed in the sam e kind of room. 
Those flown to the West Coast be­ 
came three hours late in time— 
and in 
all physical forces con­ 
nected with the earth ’s ro ta tio n - 
compared 
with 
those 
remaining 
here. 
On the first day, the crabs on 
both coasts changed colors at ex­ 
actly the sam e time according to 
dawn and dusk, and tidal changes 
here. 
The next day. the crabs in San 
Francisco slipped a half hour be­ 
hind their East Coast “ cousins.” 
But this was only temporary. 
During the next seven days while 
they stayed in California, they con­ 
tinued to get dark or light almost 
simultaneously with the crabs in 
Woods Hole. 
They didn’t adjust their “ clocks” 
to the West Coast, and while they 
stayed in California, they kept on 
signalling the time of low tide on 
their native beach on Cape Cod. 
This 
proved 
they 
could 
still 
measure the 12Mi-hour tide cycle 
and 24-hour sun cycle accurately 
even though they had been flown 
to the West Coast and had, by 
flying, changed by three hours in 
sunlight time — the same gain 
your watch would show if you flew 
from East to West. 
In the long run their clocks may 
be influenced by outside forces, Dr. 
Brown believes. He is devising ex­ 
periments to learn the possible in­

even differences

radiation, to which all Living things 
are exposed. 
Oysters show a similar kind of 
rhythm, opening their shells the

When kept under steady tem p era­ 
ture and light, they show, on the 
average, a high peak of oxygen 
consumption at 6 a m and 3 p.rn 
in the daily cycle 
Breeding cycles dictated by the 
moon or other influence are vital 
for preservation of n u rn e r o u s 
forms of marine animals, whose 
males release their sperm and fe­ 
males release their eggs into the 
water. Unless great numbers of 
them do this at the sam e time 
as they do — there would be little 
chance that sperm and egg would 
meet to start new life.

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IHE TIE THAT BINDS 
ALTHOUGH IT passes all but unobserv­ 
ed, with no closing of schools or cessation 
of Dusiness activity which marks most holi­ 
days, September 17 is perhaps the most 
significant of the nation's patriotic anni­ 
versaries. On that date 167 years ago, in 
the city of Philadelphia, a majority of the 
delegates to the convention of 1787 approv­ 
ed the final draft of the proposed Constitu­ 
tion of the United States. 
The vote brought to a close months of 
controversy and compromise among t h e 
representatives of sister, but suspicious, 
states. It was the prelude to more months 
of bitter debate in the cities and towns and 
hamlets strung thinly along the Atlantic 
seaboard. The prospect of a strong central 
government was regarded skeptically by a 
people whom experience had made wary 
of strong central governments. 
Only the knowledge that the alternatives 
were more dangerous produced the votes 
for its adoption. Even then the people be­ 
lieved they had established merely a con­ 
federation of sovereign states, not a nation. 
That their union was indissoluble was a 
concept for the future. 
Not on that September 17, 1787, e v e n 
among the wise and foresighted men who 
were its authors, could any have visualized 
the mighty nation that this d o c u m e n t 
would make possible. They hoped, surely, 
but none could have foreseen that t h e i r 
work would endure through every strain 
and withstand every storm that could af­ 
flict a nation. 
From their mind and spirit came magic, 


a bond which was to become stronger year 
after year. 


ATOMIC BOOST 
PRESIDENT Eisenhower has pulled the 
string on the nation’s first atomic energy 
electric power generating station, usher­ 
ing in what many expect to be a new era 
in electricity production. 
The unit being built just outside of Pitts­ 
burgh was designed by Westinghouse Elec­ 
tric Corporation under contract with the 
Atomic Energy Commission but the day is 
not too distant when private utilities will 
be staking out atomic generating plants. 
With the new atomic energy law clearing 
the way for just such a program, the main 
obstacle at present is economic feasibility. 
The first nuclear reactor is admittedly not 
competitive with conventional p o w e r 
plants. Buried completely underground in­ 
side a thick steel shell, further encased in 
concrete, the pressurized water reactor has 
been built with safety considerations up­ 
permost in mind.

Poland has let out feelers to France for 
an alliance. On August 25, the Polish am ­ 
bassador to France, Stanislaw Gajewski, 
handed a note to Guerin de Beaumont, at 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of France, 
which contained these paragraphs: 
“. . .with a view to strengthening the se­ 
curity of Poland and France, as well as 
the general security of Europe, the Gov­ 
ernment of the Polish People’s Republic 
proposes to the French Government the 
signing of a pact of friendship and mutual 
assistance and the opening of detailed 
talks on this subject at the earliest date. 
“The signing of a pact of friendship and 
mutual assistance between P o l a n d and 
France would constitute a contribution to 
the all-European system of collective se­ 
curity, whose principles (recently) h a v e 
been given in the proposals of the Soviet 
Government on Feb. IO, 1954, and in a note 
on July 24, 1954. By strengthening collec­ 
tive security in Europe the Polish-French 
pact of friendship and mutual assistance 
would be in compliance with the principles 
of general security, as well as the basic 
ideology of the U.N. Charter,” 
Poland’s proposal is specifically stated 
in the note: 
“A—Not to take part in any coalitions, 
and not to sign any agreements w h i c h 
would be aimed against one of the signa­ 
tories; 
“B—To consult each other every time an 
attack threatens from the revanchist forces 
of German militarism on one of the signa­ 
tories; 
“C—To support mutual efforts aimed at 
consolidating collective security in Europe 
and peaceful solution of the German prob­ 
lem; 
“D—To give immediate help to the part­ 
ner which were attacked by G e r m a n 
forces; 
“E —To develop economic and cultural 
cooperation with the view to strengthening 
friendship between the two states; 
“F—Jo implement all the obligations re­ 
sulting from the pact and the U.N. Char­ 
ter.” 
Poland and France have long been as­ 
sociated emotionally and politically. War­ 
saw has often been referred to as the Paris 
of the East and in many respects it used 
to be just that. Chopin and Paderewski 
were as French as they were Polish. 
Poland has three times been divided 
among Russia, Germany (Prussia) a n d 
Austria; and a fourth time between Russia 
and Germany by the Stalin-Hitler Alliance. 
During each of these partitions, 
France 
was always associated with the idea of Pol­ 
ish freedom. Napoleon tried to reconstruct 
Poland into the Grand Duchy of Warsaw, 
which the Congress of Vienna (1815) con­ 
verted into the Kingdom of Poland with the 
Czar of Russia as its king. In 1830, when 
the Czar proposed to use Polish troops to 
suppress revolution in France and Bel­ 
gium, the Polish people rebelled against 
the Russians—a revolution which collapsed 
and resulted in the Poles losing their con­ 
stitutional rights. 
During World War I, the Germans, in oc­ 
cupation of Poland, formed a separate Pol­ 
ish state of that part of Poland which was 
in Russian territory, but the Poles never 
became pro-German. Under the guidance 
of Ignace Paderewski, the Polish people la­ 
bored to restore their country to independ­ 
ence, an ambition which they achieved at 
Versilies.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Symptons of Anemia 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
MANY people are functioning 
below their best level because 
they are living with the disorder; 
known as anemia. It is a disease 
with a seriously decreased am ount 
of hemoglobin, an iron c o n ta in in g ! 
pigment, in the blood; there may 
also be a lack of the red blood 
cells th a t carry the hemoglobin. 
Various Ceruses 
Anemia can be caused by many 
things. One of the common causes 
is probably blood loss, such as 
may occur with bleeding ulcers or 
bleeding from the bowel or fem ale 
organs. 
However, anemia may quite 
often also be due to an Insuffi­ 
cient production of the red blood 
cells and hemoglobin. This may 
be caused in turn by lack in the 
diet of certain factors necessary 
for the proper production of 
blood. At times some tumors and 
growths 
may 
prevent 
proper 
blood production. 
W arning Signs 
Certain parts of the body read­ 


ily reveal anemia. A pale looking 
skin and a pale color to the lin­ 
ing m em brane of the mouth, 
nose and the eyelids may be signs 
of anemia. A paleness of the fin­ 
gernails can also be an Indica­ 
tion of anemia. 
The creases or skin lines in the 
palm of the hand normally have 
a bright pink color. When this 
coloring is lost it indicates a se­ 
vere anemic condition. 
Other Sym ptom s 
Other symptoms which m ay be 
present are shortness of breath, 
dizziness, and fatigue. 
Anyone with anem ia should 
have a complete exam ination by 
a physician in order to determ ine 
the cause so th a t proper tre a t­ 
m ent may be instituted. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. B.: Can a strain such as 
heavy lifting cause a prostate in­ 
flammation? 
Answer: I know of no definite 
evidence th a t prostatic inflam ­ 
m ation can come from this cause.

Kitchens Lead 
A s Source Of 
Home Fires 
The American kitchen is the lo­ 
cal point for most family activi­ 
ties. It also rated as one of the 
leading beginning points for l a s t 
year’s 295,000 home fires. 
Because of the presence of the 
cooking stove, 
matches, 
grease, 
electrical and gas appliances, and 
all of the other potential fire haz­ 
ards usually found in the kitchen, 
safety precautions and a knowl­ 
edge of basic fire fighting are es­ 
pecially important here. 
For the grease fires which can 
so easily spread from a frying pan 
or broiler, many fire fighting ex­ 
perts recommend the prompt appli­ 
cation of liberal quantities of bak­ 
ing soda to quickly smother the 
blaze. Water which may spread 
the blaze should NEVER be used 
on blazing oil or grease. 
Regular baking soda (also called 
bicarbonate of soda) can be pur­ 
chased in any grocery store. It not 
only helps to smother a fire, but 
gives off carbon dtoxide when heat­ 
ed which acts to cut off the oxygen 
supply 
from 
the 
fire. 
Most 
dry extinguishers and many of the 
liquid type use baking soda as one 
of their principal ingredients. 
The National Board of Fire Un­ 
derwriters recommends that t h e 
kitchen range be located a safe dis­ 
tance from walls and cabinets and 
all curtains and towel racks be well 
away from reach of open flames. 
The NBFU also warns against 
use of oversized or nonapproved 
fuses for electrical appliances and 
suggests that such appliances be 
located on 
noninflammable 
sur­ 
faces out of reach of children ami 
pets. 
For maximum 
safety in your 
kitchen and in your home, follow 
these simple precautions: 
1. Observe all safety precautions 
BEFORE a fire starts. 
2. Call the fire department at the 
first sign of fire. 
3. Know' the most effective ways 
of keeping little fires from spread- 
! ing to become big fires.

WASHINGTON Lf—Andrei Vish- 
insky can be relied on to make 
a 5 much trouble as possible among 
the Western Allies in the United 
Nations General Assembly which 
opens its ninth regular session to- ; 
day in New York 
since the Allies already are hav­ 
ing plenty of trouble on their own, 
centered around the problem of 
rearm ing West Germany, anything 
Vishinsky accomplishes in the way 
of dissension will be just extra 
gravy for the Russians. 
Vishinsky, 
who 
keeps 
coming 
back as Russia's delegate to the 
U N., no doubt will try to split 
the United States a little further 
from its friends on the subject of 
Red China by making a pitch to 
get the Communist Chinese seated 
in the world organization and the 
Nationalist Chinese ousted. 
The British recognize the Com­ 
munists as the legitimate govern­ 
ment of China. The United States 
is lid to the Nationalist Chinese 
on Formosa 
But, 
since the British will go 
along tor postponement for a while, 
the United States should be able 
to block U.N. action on Red China 
this year. Sooner or later, per­ 
haps in 1955, it must face a show­ 
down. 
Vishinsky will probably talk dis­ 
arm am en t again, but not with a 
plan this country would accept. 
The United States may offer an ex­ 
tension of President Eisenhower’s 
proposal of last year for a world 
pool of atomic m aterials for peace. 
And before it’s over this U N. 
session m ay disclose how much, 
if 
any, 
this 
country’s 
influence 
among its friends has declined. 
But 
meanwhile the m ajor prob­ 
lem of this country and its friends 
will be in Europe: Germany. 
After addressing the U N., Sec­ 
re ta ry of State Dulles hopes to 
leave Saturday for a London con­ 
ference called for next Tuesday 
by British Foreign Secretary Eden. 
Nine Western powers will discuss 
letting the 
G erm ans have guns 
again. Those attending will be the 
United 
States, 
Britain, 
France, 
Canada. Italy, West Germany, and 
the three Benelux countries—Bel­ 
gium, 
Netherlands, 
and 
Luxem­ 
bourg. 
In mid-October the Lnited States 
and the other nations in the North 
A t l a n t i c Treaty Organization 
(NATO), will 
meet in 
Paris to 
discuss the same problem. No sol­ 
ution is in sight yet. 
The United States" and Britain 
wanted to see a rearm ed Germany 
in a single European army with 
the French, Italians and the Bene­ 
lux countries. 
The Allies had agreed that once 
the single arm y was created and 
G erm any became 
a 
part of 
it, 
G erm any would regain her sov­ 
ereignty, which she doesn’t have 
now1. The United States, Britain, 
and France, with their occupation 
troops 
in 
Germany, 
keep 
their 
thum b 
on 
the 
government 
of 
Chancellor Adenauer, 
The French stalled for two years, 
dreading the thought of a rearmed 
G erm any 
and 
fearing 
the Ger­ 
m ans ventually would control a 
single arm y. Finally the French 
Assembly scuttled the whole idea. 
Western defense plans were shot to 
pieces. Adenauer began demand­ 
ing full sovereignty. 
Now’ Western officials are seek­ 
ing a plan on which all can agree 
for restoring arm s and sovereignty 
to G erm any. Here are some of 
the main questions which reveal 
the Allies’ dilemma: 
Should Germany have full sov- 
vereignty? 
lf she’s r e a r m e d 
should there be strict controls on 
how 
much 
rearming 
she 
does? 
Should 
there 
be limits on how 
much rearm ing any of the Allies 
can do? Will Britain and the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
make 
promises 
to 
France that they will never let 
the G erm ans get into a position of 
attacking or dominating France? 
Only one thing is clear: West­ 
ern defenses against Russia are 
weak so long as Germany is un­ 
arm ed. 
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Did you notice in the newspapers 
that one of the most interesting ex­

It appears that some of the 
oldtimc niceties of life are being

; go back far enough will tell you 
that the “ Quilting Bee” was always 
a red letter day in their childhood 
homes. While the making of quilts 
was always considered by the men 
as one of the womenfolks’ foibles, 
yet you can bet your last dollar 
that the menfolks were on 
hand 
when the eats were brought forth 
at the finish—even if they had to 
scrub up and don their Sunday 
best. 
And even if they did kid the wo­ 
men about their fancy work, they 
knew very well that a few extra 
covers would be mighty comfort­ 
able before long. No one slept in 
heated rooms in those days, and it 
took layer upon layer of “ kivers” 
to keep reasonably snug. 
How many can r e m e m b e r 
sleeping between feather beds as 
well as having the usual covers

on top of you? Even with all the 
covers, in zero tem peratures, it 
was sometimes essential to do 
something to take the chill of the 


I 
covers before burying yourself. 
Some, who could afford it, used 
a contraption made of brass with 
a long wooden handle, which look­ 
ed very much like an old-fashioned 
I corn popper. Hot coals were plac­ 
ed in the hopper and this was 
swished around the covers about 
I where you were going to be, short- 
!y. 
Some-even if they could afford 
! the fancy b e d w a rm e r—preferred 
: the hot brick treatment, for these 
! could be left in the bed and provid­ 
ed real comfort until you were 
asleep. 
As times got better and maybe 
the folks got a little softer, the 
new fangled bed room h e a t e r 
came into use. Rem em ber the 
stovepipe of the old baseburner 
running up through the ceiling 
and on through 
the 
floor 
just 
above? Remember the fireless 
heater 
attached 
to 
this 
pipe, 
which looked very much like a 
bloated stovepipe? 
To be most effective for the pur­ 
pose intended, it demanded a red 
hot stove downstairs, just prior to 
bedtime. 
But we have gotten entirely away 
, from the “ Quilting 
P arty.” 
How 
m any can rem em ber your folks 
keeping a constant check on the 
family rag bag for pieces for a new 
quilt and the trading which 
went 
on between neighbors and friends 
for something different in 
m ater­ 
ial and color? It was not considered 
ethical to buy 
new 
m aterial for

piecing from the store—but honest­ 
ly—very few families could afford 
such extravagance anyway. 
After accumulating e n o u g h 
“ makings” , there was the design 
to be decided upon, and then the 
sorting of the bits of cloth to best 
fit into the design in a harm on­ 
ious manner. 
The 
pieces 
then 
must be cut to shape and sewed 
into blocks of the same 
size— 
then these blocks were sewed to­ 
gether, forming the top of the 
quilt. 
You can imagine how long all of 
this took, for it had to be done in 
times of leisure, and spare m om ­ 
ents were not too many in those 
days. As .soon as you can go to the 
store and buy some yard goods 
or the back, and some rolled cotton 
for the innards or the “ wadding” 
you will be ready for the quilting. 
With the help of a neighbor, it 
usually w as customary to get things 
set up before the guests arrived. 
On the backs of four chairs was 
placed the quilting frame, which 
usually was four 
wooden 
strips, 
fastened together at the corners 
with wooden pegs. 
When put together it m ade 
a 
frame upon which the three lay­ 
ers—top, hack and 
the cotton 
batting between—were stretched. 
Some of the fancier frames were 
small in size. 
These had rollers at each end on 
which the completed portion was 
rolled as the work progressed. As 
soon as all the invited guests were 
on hand, they sat around the fram e 
and got busy—sewing and talking. 
The sewing consisted in passing 
the needle through the three layers 
of material and at the sam e time 
follow ing the design w hich had been 
m arked on the top. This was usual­ 
ly a very simple pattern, such as a 
square or a diamond, but 
many 
times the design was very elabor­ 
ate—having in mind a County Fair 
blue ribbon. 
Could the “ Quilling Bee” have 
been the forerunner of a modern 
bridge game? Anyway—it was 
an excuse to get together and ex­ 
change news and, don’t you im ­ 
agine, a little gossip? 
Surely it did have as advantage 
over bridge—there was not much 
chance of being bawled out by an 
irate partner, because you made 
some boner while listening 
to a 
i choice bit concerning some absen­ 
tee—for quilting required neither 
much concentration, nor it nec­ 
essary for the nimble fingers to fol­ 
low a wandering mind.

Ohio Statehood 
Fuss Labeled 
Unnecessary 


SPRINGFIELD UFI - A Witten­ 
berg College history professor says 
all the fuss and bother of adm it­ 
ting Ohio to the Union last year 
was unnecessary because Ohio was 
as legitimate as any other state 
admitted to the Union before 1812. 
An act was passed by Congress 
last year (Ohio’s sesquicentennial 
' year) admitting the Buckeye State. 
But Dr. Benjamin H. Pershing 
says before 1812, when Louisiana 
was admitted, Congress had not 
set a precedent as to how a state 
should be admitted 
He maintains 
Ohio did become a state in 3803 ac­ 
cording to policies then followed. 
Writing in the Ohio State Arch­ 
aeological and Historical Q uarter­ 
ly, Dr. Pershing says 
time 
and 
again Congress passed resolutions 
and ordinances promising adm is­ 
sion of new states. “ But nothing 
was prescribed as to the specific 
manner in which Congress was to 
act,” he declares. 
Residents of Ohio formed a state 
government and a constitution and 
after a convention in Chillicothe on 
Nov. I. 1802, sought admission to 
| the Union. 
On Jan. 7, 1803, the Senate adopt­ 
ed a motion that a committee be 
appointed to inquire what legisla­ 
tive means, if any, may be neces­ 
sary for admitting Ohio. 
“ The report of that committee 
presented on Jan. 19 would p re­ 
sumably 
answer 
the 
question 
whether any action was ever taken 
by Congress to admit 
Ohio 
into 
the Union,” Dr. Pershing says. 
He said the com m ittee’s resolu­ 
tion became the official act of the 
reception of Ohio as a state after 
adoption by the Senate, acceptance 
by the House of Representatives 
and signed by President Jefferson.
